SCHOOL REPORT. 


DISTRICT NO 1. 


Spring and Fall terms taught by Minnie L. Brown, of Plymouth, 
a teacher of good ability and experience. The Summer term was a 
successful one, and pupils made good improvement. The Fall term 
was not so profitable, owing to an observable lack of order and dis- 
cipline in the school. Some of the scholars however, made a good 
showing at the close of the term, especially in reading and grammar. 


DISTRICT NO. 2 


Spring term taught by Abbie Reed, who preserved good order and 
the pupils made good progress. Fall term taught by myself. I 
found the school well disposed and easy to manage, and a_ pleasant, 
and we hope a profitable term was the result. 


DISTRICT NO. 3. 


Both Spring and Fall terms taught by Elma C. Foster, of Went- 
worth. Itis generally supposed that the District is well satisfied 
with a teacher when she is kept for two or more successive terms, 
as was the case in this District. Miss Foster is one of our best teach- 
ers, and the sehool, though small, is one of the best and most ad- 
vanced in town. , 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 


The Spring term taught. by Lucie E. Reed. This is quite a lar ge 
school for our town, Gain pared of smart, and for the larger part re- 
. markably lively scholars. Although many of the pupils made fair 
progress, a little stricter discipline. and better order would have made 
a better showing at the close of the term. 

Fall term taught by Hattie N. Sheldon, who although an inexperi- 
enced teacher, seemed qualified for the position and labored faith- 
fully to make the school asuccess. During my visits I was much 
pleased with the order maintained, and the improvement shown at 
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the close of the term, and think the District generally satisfied with 
her efforts here’, aS 


DISTRICT NO. 5. 


_ The one term in this district was taught by Jennie S. Clark, of 
Canaan. Miss Clark has taught a number of schools in this town, 
and has given good satisfaction, and this term was no exception to 
her usual success. 


DISTRICT NO. 6. 


Fall and only term taught by Lucie E. Reed, who has taught in 
this district previously. The pupils especially the younger portion, 
showed good progress at the close of the term. 


DISTRICT NO. 7 


The one term of this school was taught by Amy E. Wells of 
Wentworth. Tnis is a small and rather back aal school, but the 
teacher labored faithfully and was much liked by the pupils, and 
good progress was made. 


DISTRICT NOS. 8 and 10. 


Taught by Anna C. Sloane of Canaan. No. 8 had two terms of 
six weeks each. The pupils in this school are young, but seemed 
studious and made good improvement. No. 10 had only one term of 
nine weeks, and as the scholars did not attend regularly enough to 
make it profitable to themselves or pleasant for the teacher, the 
progress made was not what I had wished. 


DISTRICT NO. 13. 

Fall and only term taught by J. Bartlett Foster of Wentworth. 
Mr. Foster is a live teacher with good ability, and worked earnestly 
for the good of the school, and we think the district has no cause to 
find fault with his management. | ; 


The result of the past school year has been with one or two excep- 
tions more satisfactory than for the two years previous. We have 
had more school money, consequently longer terms. More of our 
former and experienced teachérs, and a greater interest in the cause | 
of education. Ifthe town see fit to raise an additional amount for 
the coming year, I would suggest that it be divided in a different 
manner from what it was in the ‘past, thereby benefiting EACH schol- 
ar more equally,
